PRONOUN CING CHINESE. 

Variations In tha Tona Mean Entirely 
Different Word*. 

At the University of London recent- 
ly a lecture was given by L»r. Jones on 
the pronunciation of CUlnnoe, and In 
the course of Ills remarks the speaker 
explained that the dllllenltlae uf learn 
lug the pronunciation of Chinese, 
though real enough, have lw«n rather 
exaggerated by those who hu*o writ- 
ten on that subject When treated ; 
phonetically the language becomes not j 
much more dltlleult to team dam tier 
man or French. 

Tho chief thing to rcmeintaff 4a that 
the study of Chinese Is n tndUer of 
singing rather than talking, Dr. Jones 
said. In English the variations In 
tone ns we talk mean variation** In ex 
prosslon In Cliluese vnrtnLloua lu tone 
mean totally different words. 

A little of the Chinese ngfethod Is 
present, even In our own language, nnd 
the lecturer pointed out thnt tjQo situ 
pie word "yes" tuny ho so varied In 
tone ns to mean "It Is the case." "Of 
course It Is tho case." "it Is really so” 
and "It may 1>« so. hut I'm not quite 
stiro." 

The student who wishes tv learn 
good Chinese must fumlllnrias himself 
perfectly with at least si* t<»u*«« There 
Is a seventh, hut that maybe more or 
loss left out of account Acoordlng to 
the tone In which they are pnHinunced 
there are words lu Cantonese which 
have six separate and dbdim-t mean- 
ings. The t ’Illume word "fan." for In- 
stance, may Ik* so prououixedr qr rath- 
er sting, as to mean six different words 
nnd such widely different ones mi* sleep, 
powder and oourug«n>*.

Knots snd Hours. 

Nine persons out of ten will sny 
that such and such a steamship »s 
capable of steaming at ‘‘twenty-five 
knots per hour.” A nautical man would 
simply sny "twenty-five knots T Now. 
which Is correct? The latter, ox course. 
The mistake arises from the fact that 
tho landsman thinks that a "knot" Is 
Just the nautical term for a "sea mile," 
which is, roughly, ti.OSU feet, or about 
one and one-eighth land or statute 
miles. Now, a knot is not a distance at 
sill ; It is n speed. The word "speed" 
combines distance and time. For In- 
stance, if we wish to speak of the 
speed of a train we refer to It as so 
many miles per hour. There Is no sin- 
gle word In the language to express 
speed limits, so we must use two words 
—miles and hour. 

The sailor lias a language peculiar to 
himself, and lie lias invented a single 
| word for a unit of speed. Thus a speed 
of one nautical mile per hour Is called 
one "knot " Iletn-e it is redundant to 
tack on another "per hour" after the 
i word knot when the word already in- 
cludes one “per hour."— London Tlt-

This is nn age of reform or nt least 
lu>w formations, and such an age is 
ulways attended by a certain amount 
Df hysteria. When people leave a 
beaten track to strike out Into new 
paths they are liable to bewilderment, 
and so when they Hud or believe they 
have found that they have been Influ- 
enced by false ideas In seizing new 
ones they are prone to Jump from the 
frying pan into the lire.

Blake- 
tnnn found few women to sympathise 
with him In his notions about mar- 
riage-most reforms liegln with a 
paucity of numbers— and when he met 
Miss Woodruff and made nn easy con- 
vert of her he was much plensed with 
her— that Is, ho was much plensed 
with himself for having struck Into a 
new path— and considered the girl 
above the ordinary In that Bhe had 
appreciated his ideas.

Between a passing Influence In youth 
nnd a woman who had been mndeover, 
so to speak, by the iKissesslon of two 
little children— a boy and a girl— there 
was nn enormous difference.

But the old statesman before her 
wns no such fool ns to waste time In a 
lost cause. This one wns lost, he 
knew, and It booted little for him to 
become Involved where, even nt the 
best Issue, there wns risk enough for 
him. He rose smiling, Inscrutable once 
more, astute and Buave politician again, 
and passing about the table be bowed 
over her hnnd to kiss It 

If It Is easy to discover why there 
was no special embassy sent by this 
government to Turkey for tho purpose 
of Inviting the distinguished pntrlot 
Kossuth to visit America (thnt matter 
being concluded In rather less formal 
fashion after the return home of the 
Hungarian committee of Inquiry— n 
ship of our navy being dispatched to 
carry him to our shores) It with equal 
euso may be understood why the 
Countess St Auban after this remain- 
ed unmolested. 

As to the unfortunnte work In which 
this warm hearted enthusiast impul- 
sively engaged, small comment need 
bo made, since Its fnllure so soon wns 
to become apparent to the popular 
mind. The Couuteas St Auban was 
not the first to look to coloulzntlon 
and deportation ns the solution of the 
negro problem In America. But ns 
tho colonization society for more than 
a decade had failed to accomplish re- 
sults, so did she In her turn fall. In a 
work which continued through nil thnt 
spring aud summer, sho drew ngnln 
and again upon her own private for 
tunc. Carllslo and Knmmerer hnd 
charge of the details, but she herself 
wns the driving force of the enterprise 
While they were abroad lecturing and 
asking contributions to their cause- 
taking with them the slave girl Lily as 
an example of whnt slavery hnd done— 
she remained nt Washington. They 
actually did arruuge for the deportation 
of a shipload of blacks to Haiti and an- 
other to Liberia. A colony of blncks 
whose freedom had been purchased 
was established In Tennessee, others 
were planned for yet other localities 
It was part of her Intent to establish 
nuclei of freed blacks In different por- 
tions of the southern section. 

In all this work Lily, lute servant of 
Josephine St. Auban. assumed a cer 
tain prominence, this being given to 
her not wholly with wisdom. Stie wns 
even. In times of great hurry, furnished 
funds to go upon trips of Investigation 
for herself, as one best fitted to Judge 
of the conditions of her people. As to 
these details Josephine St. Auban 
knew little. There was enough to oc- 
cupy her mind at the center of these 
affairs, where labor grew rapidly and 
quite beyond her orlglual plan. As Is 
always the case In such hopeless enter 
prises, the expenses multiplied beyond 
belief. True, contributions came men 
gerly from the north, here und there 
some abolitionist uppearlug who would 
do something besides write and preuc-b 
lu all. more than a half million dollars 
was spent t>efore the eud or the year 
ISM. Then, swiftly and without warn 
lug. there came the eud 
One morning, almost a year after her 
return to Washington. Josephine St 
i Auban sat In her upartmeuis. looking 


nt ii Iona document inscribed in a fine 
foreign hnnd It was the rc|»*l of the 
agent of her estates In Franc® and 
Hungary It demanded nn effort fairly 
to face and meet the meaning In fare 
It wns this: The revolution of Units 
Nnpnleon of 1851 had resulted In tho 
confiscation of many estates in Franco, 
nil her own Included. As though l*y 
concert nmong tho monarchies of En 
rope, the heavy hnnd of confiscation fell 
in this nation and In thnt Her Hun- 
garian lands hnd followed tho*e which 
she had owned In Franco Tho rents 
or her estates no longer could bo col- 
lected. Her revenues were absolutely 
gono. Moreover, sho herself wsts wi 
exile. 

Thus. then, hnd her high blown htvpes 
come to nn end It wns proof of tho 
splendid coiirnge of the woman thnt 
she shed not a tenr. Not a Insh trem- 
bled ns presently she turned to dlw 
pntch a message for her llsutommt 
Carlisle, to come to her. Tho latter was 
absent nt some western point but 
within two days ho appeared tn Wash- 
ington. 

lie himself began eagerly, t He fnnnt 
1c fire still In bis eye. on details of the 
work so near to his soul. “My dear 
countess," he oxclnlmed, even as he 
grasped her hnnds, "we’re doing splen- 
didly. We'll hnvo the whole Missis- 
sippi vnlley tn nn uproar before long. 
All tho lower Ohio Is unsettled. Mis 
Bourt.

One of the Qualnteet Railroads Mi the 
World la In Ireland. 

Where tho broad mouth of the river 
Shannon mingles its wntora with the 
deeper hue of the ocean, whore the 
stern coast thrusts Its eager promon- 
tories toward America, the land of 
dreams, stnnds Hally bunion, pictur- 
esque town of 300 Irish men and wom- 
en. About a mile and a half faither 
north stands Belmore, and between 
these two small towns extends one of 
the world's quaintest railroads— the 
Bnllybuulon monornIL 

Ou Its single truck, raised on a tres- 
tle, and In Its curious cars passengers 
and freight are carried from Bully- 
buulon nnd Belmore aud back again In 
the remarkable time of five minutes. 
Tho monorail ou 'which Its strange lo- 
comotive and trains run Is perhaps 
two feet high, while tho distaDoe be- 
tween the lower rails, which serve to 
maintain the equilibrium of the roiling 
stock. Is n little more than a foot. 

Most remarkable of its equipment Is 
the locomotive, with its queer elliptical 
boiler and firebox. It has one cylinder 
on each side, the rods of which ore tn- 
aido connected to tho drivers. The In- 
terior of a passenger car Is divided 
into two longitudinal compartments, 
which are entered by separate doors. 
The guard stands on either side, ac- 
cording to the balancing needs of tho 
moment. Freight nnd stock cars era 
similarly divided. 

To enable pedestrians nnd wagon* to 
cross the tracks of tho Ballybudon 
railroad small lift bridges are con- 
structed at tho vurlous roads and re- 
main In n lowered position for the ac- 
commodation of traffic. When it la nec- 
essary for a train to pnss such a point 
the crossing flagman raises the bridge 
as Is shown In the Illustration, thus 
permitting the train to proceed. 

Tiie Bnllybuulon hauls considerable 
freight for so short a road. The anr- 
roumllng country’ has many famous 
I caves, which yield quite a large quan- 
tity of stone nnd some mineral wealth.

I was very much interested In the farm 
column In your paper, and 1 have often 
thought how few farmers use or know 
anything about concrete and It* uses on 
the farm Must farmers have sand and 
gravel on their places, and If not can get 
it near by. A farmer who has a few 
cows can use a concrete silo to such good 
advantage that the cost to butM ouo is 
soon returned iu the extra flow of milk 
and ids cows are in a much healthier con- 
dition as ensilage is the only food for 
stock In the winter months. A silo can 
lie built very reasonable by the farm help 
if there is a man on hand to direc’, who 
understands the business. 

Cow stalls and mangers can also be put 
into good advantage and concrete floors 
also are the proper thlug around a dairy 
farm. Concrete sidewalks can he built 
from barn to house thereby keeping the 
good wife happy by not tracking dirt Into 
the house. Lots of places a farmer can 
use concrete to good advantage, sucli as 
corn cribes, hay peus, chicken houses 
These buildings are vermin proof and If 
one would stop to think of the amount of 
grain one rat w ill consume in a year, and 
there are very few farmers that don’t 
have a lot of rats in their old frame build- 
ings, it is the little leaks that count. The 
up-to-date farmer is looking iuto all these 
little items of loss and trying some w ay 
to cut them out. Concrete will reduce a 
great many of them. 

There are so many ways that concrete 
cau be used to advantage ou the farm, 
that, coining from the West as I have and 
not seeing it used much, makes me think 
there is something wrong somewhere. 
Perhaps the farmer needs to be told of its 
usefullness. 

Then, again, lots of unsightly old build- 
ings could have a coat of stucco and im- 
prove the appearance of them, to say- 
nothing of the saving of fuel in winter 
time. Concrete blocks can be easily made 
on the farm and make flue buildings aud 
quite often can be made cheaper than 
frame. 

1 have uo axe to grind or work to look 
after as I have retired from the business. 
I’ve had about 3u years of it an I that is 
enough, but during that time I have 
learned a few things aud if there is any- 
thing that I know, you are welcome to it

„ INFECTI OUS DI SEASES. 

Easy Mathod by Which One Hospital 
Prevents Their Spread, 

The power of a small glass partition 
to prevent tlio spread of InfeetloTis dis- 
eases has been known In the hospitals 
of Europe for several years, but Is 
only becoming recognised In America. 
In the contagious wards of the Brook- 
lyn Children’s hospital glass partitions 
about five feet high are placed between 
the beds. And the effect Is really as- 
tonishing. In one bed may be n child 
with pneumonia, In the next one with 
scnrlet fever, In tho next one with 
menslos. Cerebrospinal meningitis, 
diphtheria and other such discuses may 
be represented in the other beds, but 
since the Installation of the glass par- 
titions no child "catches" the dlsenso 
that Ills neighbor has. 

And yet tho nlr circulates freely nil 
around and above the glnss partitions, 
hnd one would tlduk that tho germs I 
would spread almost ns easily ns If 
theso were not there. Yet oxperlenco 
has proved thnt this Is not so. 

Physicians are revising their views 
about tho spread of contagious dis- 
eases through the nlr. Some nre even 
ridiculing tho fumlgntlon of rooms. 
Tho suggestion Is thnt most of the 
pathogenic germs die very quickly lu 
the nlr; that persons must como fairly 
close to tho patients nnd bo In almost 
direct contact with them If they are 
to "catch” tho dlsonse. — New York 
World. ~ 

DRY EYED MADNESS. 

No Actually Insane Parson Hao the 
Power of 8heddlng Tears. 

One of the most curious facta con- 
nected with mndness Is the utter nb- 
Benco of tears amid tho Insane. What- 
ever the form of madness, tears are 
conspicuous by their utwence, ns much 
In the depression of melancholy or ex- 
citement of mania os In the utter apa- 
thy of dementia. 

If a patient In a lunatic asylum be 
discovered In tears It will be found 
that It Is one beginning to recover or 
an emotional outbreak In an epileptic, 
who is scarcely truly Insane, while ac- 
tual Insane persons appear to have lost 
the power of weeping. It Is only re- 
turning reason which can once more 
unloose the fountain of tholr teara 

Even when a lunatic Is telling one In 
fervid language how she has been de- 
prived of her children or the outrages 
that have been perpotrntod upon her- 
self her eye is never even moist The 
ready gush of tears which accompa- 
nies the plaint of tho sane woman con- 
trasts strangely with the dry eyed ap- 
peal of the talkative lunatic. It would, 
indeed, seem that tears give relief to 
feelings which, when pent up, lend to 
madness. It Is one of the privileges of 
reason tc be able to weep. Amid all 
tho misery of tho Insane they And no 
relief In tears.— Pearson's Weekly. 

A Boy and a Thouaand DoJ^ara. 

A New York Judge gave his son 
$1,000, telling him to go to college nnd 
graduate. Tho son returned at the end 
of freshman year without a dollar and 
with several ugly habits. At tho close 
of the vucatlon the Judge told Ills son 
that bo bad done all he could for him.

8terlllzed 8ofl For Flowers. 

It Is not generally known that the 
soil used by florists for tilling window 
boxes and flowerpots Is often sterV 
llzod. This sterilization Is not intend- 
ed primarily for the destruction of 
germs, but for the destruction of all 
animal and vegetable life In the soil, 
so that weeds will not be springing up 
along with tho flowers and worms up- 
rooting tho earth. The sterilizing de- 
vice consists of a largo bln with steum 
pipes running through It about four 
feet apart Along these pi|>es there 
are pluced holes at Intervals of a few 
Inches. Tho soli— which Is sod plow 
ed up and left to decoy for a year— Is 
dumped la. Then the steam Is turned 
on for half an hour. At the end of 
that time the process ts completed.—

In the North Are the Eeklmoe, and 

Plante and Animate Are Relatively 

Abundant, While the South Haa No 

Human Belnga and Little Vegetation. 

Tbo earth whirls around an Invisible 
axle, one end of which turns the deep 
cup of the Arctic ocean, while the oth- 
er splnB tho huge white button of the 
antarctic continent 

In the north the Ice floats on the sea 
like a moving floor. In the south It 
rests like a bossy shield on a vast 
domo of uplifted rock. 

Close around tho edges of tho Ice 
world, both north nnd south nnd even 
within It animals nnd plants nre found 
living. Ilut In their species those In- 
habitants of tho opposite poles nro ns 
different us the iwles themselves. 

On and around the antarctic conti- 
nent there uro several species of birds, 
notably albatrosses, petrels and tho 
strange, upright walking penguins, 
\vlth their black conts, white wnlst- 
conts and ludicrously polite bearing. 
There are also whales and seals, hut 
the human form Is absent, except bo 
fur as It Is mimicked to tho eye of 
fancy by tho stately penguins. The 
plants are scanty In number, although 
some bear flowers. 

Within tho arctic drclo tho scene is 
more animated. There nre many arc- 
tic plants, some bearing brilliant flow- 
ers. Yellow buttercups nnd arctic pop- 
ple* warm tho heart of the explorer. 

The snxlfmgo puts out Its starry 
blossoms within 7% degrees of tho polo. 
There are so many other species thnt 
a very attractive bouquet of nrctlc 
flowers may be formed. Tho animal 
llfo of tbo arctic Is also relatively abun- 
dant In the son Is the world circling 
whale, tbo walrus with his qurious 
tusks and the various species of seals 
On the land nnd snow and sometimes 
on the Icepacks are lurge and remarka- 
blo animals often In ubundnncc. The 
great polar bear alone would suffice to 
mnko the lands thnt he tenants famous. 
Then thero uro reindeer, musk oxen, 
foxes, wolves, hares nnd lemmings. 
Amoug birds, are grouse, ptarmigans, 
enow buntings, falcons, puffins and 
auks. But man Is thero, too, in the 
person of tho hut dwelling, fur clothed, 
flsh spearing Eskimo. 

Tbo roason why tho llfo around the 
two poles Is so different und so con- 
trasted In Its forms Is probably to be 
found In tlie climatic differences, 
which. In turn, are governed by the 
elevation. Tho sea life Is similar in 
both cases— whales nnd seals nre the 
characteristic unimals thnt inhabit the 
polar watera Hut the great elevation 
of tbo antarctic continent, with its 
eternal burden of snow nnd Ice, thou- 
sands of feet in thickness, continually 
Bending down immeasurable glacier* 
that form vast platforms of thick Ice 
all uround tho iRirdcrs of the conti- 
nent. kcc[>s the mean temperature at 
a low level nnd drives life away from 
tho snow burled land. The atmosphere 
over tho south pole manufactures snow 
and Ice without limit As tho burden 
piles higher at the center It pushes out 
ward on all sides down tho slopes ol 
the continent until It reaches tho bor 
dering son. 

Hut tilings hn-vo not alwnys been 
thus. Tim rocent explorers of tho nut 
arctic have found remains of nnclent 
llfo, recalling the life of tho temperate 
zones and tlie tropics. The coal de- 
posits of tho antarctic continent nre 
believed to l*o of vust extent They 
could not have been formed under pres 
ent conditions They consist of tlie 
fossilized remains of Immense forests. 
They could not liuve l>eeu trnnsi>ortod 
to their present location either by land 
or wntcr. They must have been form- 
ed where they nro. Consequently the 
antarctic regions must once have en- 
joyed a mild climate and utmospherlc 
conditions very favorublo to an abun 
dant vegetation. 

Hut if there was un nbundnnce ot 
vegetation there is every reason to be- 
lieve that thero whs an abundance ot 
animal life also. At that time the south 
I*ole, Instead of being elevated many 
thousands of foot above the sea, may 
have lain ut u low level. TlmL In It 
self, would raise the mean tempera- 
ture. tint It would not be sufficient to 
produce all the difference between 
present und past conditions of antarc- 
tic life. 

Either the sun was hotter In thnt 
distant time, or tlie composition of the 
atinosphero wus such ns to retain 1 
more heut, or the Inclination of the . 
earth’s uxls was different from what 
it Is today, or, as some have Imagined, 
the solar system was then parsing 
through a wurmer region of space 
Whutever the cuuse may have been, 
there Is no doubt that there was a 
time when the lands around both tlie 
poles were hubltable by unimuls and 
plants, most of which buve since been j 
driven toward the equator. 

As the antarctic continent rose, and 
assumed Its burden of ice. tbo relics of 
Its former splendid life were buried 
almost beyond recovery, while lu the 
far north, where there has been no 
corresponding elevation, but possibly a 
depression, more of the ancient life 
forms have remained, while the traces 
of what they once were are more eus

The poultry raiser who Is too lazy to 
keep his poultry houses absolutely free 
from vermin does not deserve success 
nor will he have it 

— The coolest roof for summer, as well 
as the warmest for wlter, for the poultry 
house, Is made of close-lilting boards 
covered with a good grade of felt. A tin 
or iron roof makes a not poultry house. 

Watch your horse. If lie stops sweat- 
ing suddenly, or If he breathes short and 
quick, or if he stands with Ills legs braced 
sideways, he is In danger of a heat or 
sunstroke and needs atteutlon nt once. 

A handful of linseed oil meal Is all that 
should be fed to a horse, about once a 
day, in the grain box. A small handful in 
the slop is given to a mature sow, or a 
like amount for four or live pigs. Feed 
very sparingly at first till the animal be- 
come used to It. Mix it with grain or 
ground feeds. 

Flggs ami poultry are staple crops, and 
the demand is far greater than the supply. 
This country needs more poultry farms, 
and they will be successful when properly 
built |utid managed. But the beginning 
must be small and the growth gradual, so 
that every part of the work is properly 
noted and correctly performed. 

In the construction of a barn or other 
farm buildiug, even to a small poultry 
house, a substantial foundation is the first 
important point to be considered. Many 
build on wood or other weak and perish- 
able foundations, to soon have their build- 
ings out of shape and rotting down. The 
substantial and durable foundation keeps 
the building from the damp ground and 
from decaying, and holds it up from sett- 
ling out of true shape. 

It Is noteworthy fact that the most suc- 
cessful poultry farms of today are those 
t hat have started from a small beginning 
and gradually expanded as business and j 
experience warranted. Men who could j 
not gel into the dry goods business for j 
; reason that “theykuew nothing about it,'- 
will build poultry houses and stock them, 

J and expect the liens to do the rest. 

Hog raisers are constantly looking for 
cheap and clllcieut feeds for growing and 
fattening swine. Besides corn and pas- 
turage. all manner of mixtures in slops 
and other forms are compounded and used. 
Digester tankage, running as high as do 
per cent protein, is considered one of the | 
very best concentrates to feed pigs and 
hogs of all ages in connection with corn, 
which (arriesalow percentage of j>ro- 
tein. lint high in carbohydrates. Tankage 
and corn, in proper proportions, make al- 
most a perfectly balanced ration for hogs. 

The average gardener gives clean culti- 
vation till the middle of the summer and 
then allows the garden to grow up to tall 
weeds the rest of the season. The gar- 
den is the richest spot on the farm and is 
capable of producing the most. By plant- 
ing a succession of crops and using the 
hoe uu l cultivator every week, weeds will ^

PUZZLING ANCHOR ICE. 

tta Formation Seem* Contrary to tha 
Laws of Nature. 

Anchor lie Is the popular name given 
In ninny parts of this country to the 
Ice formed lit the trottom of swiftly 
running streams This Ice usually 
forms nl>out ston*-s and logs where the 
current Is dlsturl>ed. What gives It 
Interest Is the circumstance thnt Its 
formation seems to l>e contrary to the 
laws that govern freezing water. 

\Ve know that In still water Ice lo- 
gins to form on the surface. We are 
told thnt In cooling down to HP degrees 
F. water contracts nnd that Its speclllc 
gravity Increases so that the colder wn 
ter will bo at the bottom Hut In cool 
tng from HP degrees down to 32 de- 
grees tbe water expands, and tho cold 
est water will be at the top and freez- 
ing will begin there. If the surface 
Is disturbed by wind or by current the 
crystals cannot attach themselves and 
Ice does not form, though the water 
be cooled below tbe freezing point 

It Is In these circumstances “tat Ice 
forms at tho bottom. One of the puz 
zllng features of this formation Is that 
It forms whore the lower currents seem 
most disturbed 

The watermen of various localities 
believe In the |>o 8 slb 111 ty of the water 
freezing at tho bottom of a river, the 
surface remaining tlulil They assort 
that boat books, eel picks, etc., con 
stuntly come In contact with a coating 
of Ice at the bottom nnd that large 
masses of Ice are often seen rising to 
the surface with mud. wi*eds and stone 
adhering.

PAUPER SNOBS' OF INDIA. 

BeggAra That Will Not Work Because 
They Are Aristocrats, 

Ono-fourth of the Anglo-Indian popu- 
lation In India Is supported by charity. 
For the Anglo Indian thinks that work 
Is betienth him, and really at heart lie 
Is n born snob. It Isn't drunkenness 
which makes him an object of charity, 
for there la comparatively llttlo drunk- 
enness among the poor In India. Nor Is 
It the seasonal trades, ns it soniot lines 
Is with us, for work there !s continuous 
tho yonr round. Neither Is it the mo- 
notony of u dreary homo or dally toll 
that drives him to drink and then to 
poverty. For there Is no part of Cal- 
cutta where there are people of one so- 
cial grade, but the homes of the poor 
nro Interspersed with tho rich. 

lie is n pauper purely and simply t>c 
cause ho Is an nrlstocnit He has Eng 
llsh blood In his veins and he wants to 
llvo like the English, and the English 
In India nro the successful and the rich. 
They have their well appointed homos, 
their servants anil every luxury. The 
Englishman who works with Ills hands, 
tho men In the factories, tho day labor 
era, the frontiersmen, tho fnrnvera a tv 
not found In India. The beggar snob 
does not know of tholr existence. He 
knows only tho coolies and tho Hindus, 
who work with their bands, and he 
will not bo one of them. Do wishes 
to pattern tils llfo after tho English 
iiiun whom ho knows, no wants to 
have a servant and bo waited on, and 
If he cannot ho will not work. To dig 
with n shovol is a disgrace In his eyes 
and begging la Infinitely moro re spec 
tnblo. 

Bo tho Anglo-Indian pauper Is sup- 
ported on a scale better than that of 
the faithful workmen among tho Hin- 
dus and coolies, and the burden of tlie 
charity falls on tlie rich English. The 
wealthy IIlnduB will take none of tlie 
responsibilities. They sny that the 
Englishman created this clnss and that 
on him falls the weight of Biipport. 

There Is another cause of this pover- 
ty nlso, npurt from this strong false 
sentiment That is tlie Insanitary con- 
ditions of llfo which cause the death 
of the father of the household at nn 
early age. Tills reduces the family to 
pauperism at once, us tlie lines of 
work open to the Anglo-Indian womnn 
which she will nccept are practically 
none.— Chicago Tribune. 


INGENIOUS SUNDIALS. 

They Were Quite Popular In Parle In 
the Eighteenth Century. 

Farislans have always been extreme- 
ly devoted to sundials, and it is prob- 
able that the French capltnl possesses 
a greater number of theso time Indicat- 
ing devices than any other city lu the 
world. 

Even In tho eighteenth century the 
sundial was most popular In Paris, 
and fashion singled out for Its choice 
the sundial of the Palais Itoyalo 
Every day at noon tilts was tho center 
of Interest of an eager crowd. A writ- 
er of that period tells of a “great crowd 
In the corner of tho Palace Itoyalo gar 
den. standing motionless with their 
noses In the air,” each was waiting for 
noon, having his watch In hand, ready 
to set at 12 o'clock. 

When tlie Duke of Orleans was alter- 
ing the palace In 1782 tho Parisians 
were much disturbed, thinking that 
they wero to be deprived of their fa- 
vorite sundial. Ilut tho duke not only 
preserved tho sundial, but added to it 
a little powder magazine, which was 
so arranged that It exploded when the 
sunlight fell upon it, thus notifying ev- 
ery one who heard tho explosion that 
tho hour of noon had arrived. loiter a 
camion which was discharged by tlie 
sun at noon took tho place of the little 
powder muguzlna 

Buffou arranged an Ingenious dial In 
the botanical garden. A g!ol)o which 
represented the earth was suspended 
by a hair. Tho hair was Burned 
through by tho sun at noon, and the 
globe fell upon a Chinese gong. — St 
Louis Republic.

THE SAME OLD SEASONS. 

TK.y Are just About a* They Were a 
Couple of Centuriee Ago. 

The l«sllef of many people t lint tbo j 
aensou. are undergoing some kind of 
change hue UkI professor Ignnr.lo Gnlll ' 
to examine the weather records of the 
entire eighteenth century. 

Tho hir«ed#utlons of Professor Gnlll 
ehow tlfty-oM wlnte-f* tlint lasted well 
Into spring, thirty-one warm winters, 
thirteen unusually early winters, 
twelve uiUd winter* followed by cold 
springs. elovan uiUd winters followed 
by mild aprLuga, eleven cold autumns, 
eight very warm springs, eight sum- 
mers with frosts and five very warm 
autumn*. There was otio Instance of 
six consecutive warm seasons. More 
than threo-quurtor* of the periods of 
unusual weather occurred between tho 
middle of autumn and the end of 
spring. Many times during tho eight- 
eenth century tho same apparent anom- 
nlles recurred at the snmo sensons In 
several successive years.

$150,000 BLAZE AT NORTH WEY- 
MOUTH. 

Destructive Fire With Many Narrow 
Escapes at the American Agricul- 
tural Chemical Works. 

The most destructive and hard t.»> con- 
quer fire which Weymouth has scon In 
tunny a day took place nttlio so called 
Bindley Works, North Weymouth, Tues- 
day afternoon. 

A number of lighters were engaged nt 
the w harf discharging niter which had 
been brought from the Pacific coast of 
South America, when lire was discovered 
In the freight on one of tho lighters ami 
an explosion Immediately followed. 

How t lie lire aboard the lighter started 
was a mystery to the men aboard the 
craft. The lighter, carrying 400 tons of 
niter brought from Chile to Boston and 
then transferred here, was about half un- 
loaded w hen suddenly lings on the deck 
burst Into Hatties. Some of the men 
thought sparks might have been blown 
from a plledriver at work a short distance 
away. 

There were other lighters at the wharf 
and In the river, one of which was towed 
out of danger, but the explosion readied 
one more unfortunate which resulted iu a 
second explosion and a spread of the fire 
which raced through the main mill, n 
mammoth wooden structure 800 feet 
square, with such rapidity that there wns 
uot an uncharred hoard remaining inside 
a half-hour, every one of about 250 men 
at work in the structure escaped unin- 
jured. 

Tlie Haines had passed all control in the 
main mill before the firemen readied the 
scene, and they turned their attention to 
the thirty-five cottages of the employees 
located on what is known as the Island, 
directly In the pat h of the fire. 

Although the lire brigade of the com- 
pany, comprising two-thirds of the em- 
ployees, made a ready response to the first 
call of the fire, their work was entirely 
lnelfectlve fifteen minutes after tlie start 
of the fire from the fact that tlie engine 
room was fires wept, the engineer and his 
helpers driven fortli by the (lames. 

Not onlv the Weymouth fire alarm was 
rung In but assistance called for from 
Quincy, llltigliam and Boston and respon- 
ses came from all quarters, lit fact there 
was more fire apparatus aud men than 
there was of water pressure, which diffi- 
culty was greatly relieved when tlie Fire- 
boat 44 from Boston arrived and began 
pumping iu salt water from Weymouth 
Back River. 

There were many daring deeds and nar- 
row escapes In the three hours' fight be- 
fore the danger liue was passed. In ad- 
dition to the main building burnt, two of 
the tenement houses had gone up in 
ilames and tlie occupants were homeless. 
Late at night nearly 100 people, inclu- 
ding many fire men, had fallen ill as the 
result of Inhaling tlie niter gas fumes, 
aud Superintendent A. J. Ward of the 
company issued strict orders for tlie re- 
moval of all the homeless families from 
tlie locations ou tlie beach and river banks 
where they had taken refuge for the 
night, as tlie wind was sending great 
■ volumes of smoke from the smoldering 
mass directly over them. 

When 1 oked back upon nt the heated 
conflict with lire blazing around chemi- 
I cals and combustahles tlie wonder Is tiiat 
there were uo fatalities. At the first ex- 
plosion the wife of the captain of one of 
tlie lighters was blown with several men 
into the river hut all were rescued. 

1 The home fire department of the Cora- 

• pauy got In early work but shortly found 
themselves, by a changed wind, shut in 

1 close quarters, with uo escape 1 , but to 
‘ crawl through blinding smoke and sufio- 
1 eating gas. 

In less than three minutes from the ex- 
i plosion, tlie main building in which were 
over 200 men, was shootlug a dense smoke 

• and flame two huudred feet iu the air aud 
l the whole interior, a blaze but every tuan 

was gotten out In safety. 

As the fire reached the tenements, two 
of which were consumed, panic reigned, 
lint every w oman aud child was gotten 
out iu safety. 

The firemen of Weymouth, Quincy aud 
Hiugbam took many hazardous risks and 
several were overcome by the gases in 
t which they labored but were rescued and 
I shortly restored to comparatively normal 
conditions although it look several until 
the next day to entirely recover from the 
' ill effects. 

I At onetime it was feared that there 
would not be enough of the plant left to 
justify its re-bulldlug but when compared 
5 witii tlie great whole the loss is much less 
r than It was feared it might be. The ma- 
, chiue shop aud hot houses are left, tlie 
1 tenements are uearly all left, the wharf- 
age and must of the navigation facilities 
’ are comparatively little damaged 
L ‘ The lusursuce ou the particular properly 
burned was 8131,000 aud 855,000 ou uia- 
i chinery contained iu the same. 

Present indications are that there will be 
but little, if auy suspension of business 
1 aud the work of rebuilding will be begun 
at once.

ON THE FARM

Girding « grapevine is to remove a ring 
of bark about 1-4 of at) Inch from the 
bearing branch near the junction with 
the main stem The effects show very 
plainly that the sap ascends In the wood 
ami descends In the bark and must go to 
j the fruit. It must he done when the 
fruit Is the slr.e of a small pea The fruit 
Is much larger and ten or fifteen days 
j earlier. — F. S Torrey. 

Haw onions, chopped tine and mixed 
with the food twice a week, are said to 
he a preventive of chicken cholera. 

A gooil garden and a good cow are two 
chief sources of wholesome and economi- 
cal living for suburban and village folk 

A Main farmer is of the opinion ttiat, 
besides being a waste of seed, planting 
whole potatoes gives an excess of vines 
and produces an excess of small potatoes 

When Hie fruit buds come very thick 
most people take it as a sigu of a big 
yield, but when fruit grows too thickly 
It must necessarily be very small It Is 
not too late to tnln out fruit. 

Set celery plants lu low trenches, but 
do not oring the soil up to the plants tllj 
after they have made full growth. They 
need all the air and light possible during 
the growing period. Never work with 
celery Immediately after a rain or when 
the dew Is on, as this is apt to bring on 
disease. 

We have in mind a Held planted to corn, 
it was well plowed, thoroughly manured, 
and the planting properly attended to, but 
the crop was hoed ouly once. The early 
growth was vigorous and promising, but 
the failure to hoe the second time caused 
a partial failure iu the earing. 

Whenever possible, it is much better to 
have two small silos than one large one. 
Silage is similar to canned vegetables in 
keeping qualities If the can leaks air, 
the food may spoil, especially In warm | 
weather, aud the less it is disturbed the 
better will the contents keep 

Where land that has not been planted 
in an early crop is to be used for some 
lute crop, it is well to plow the laud early 
aud then replow and work down before 
the late crop is planted. If such ground 
Is not plowed till late it Is apt to become 
very dry and hard 

No farm home should be without a good 
gardeu. All farm boys and girls should 
learu the art of gardening. To become 
an expert iu growing vegetables and fruit 
is worth more to any man or woman than 
the mastering of aucient language and 
literature. The work Is fascinating, edu- 
cating aud au excellent means of diver- 
sion, as well us a good way of obtaining 
the best foods cheaply 

Some farmers claim making hogs j 
weigh 250 pounds at from 8 to 10 momths 
of age. It takes good breeding, care aud 
feeding, especially feediug, to do this. It 
is impossible to luake a iiog weigh 200 
pounds or more at 10 months of age uu- 
less the auimal Is fed very well when 
young aud never allowed to go hungry 
at any lime Abundant feediug of young 
animals is where the profits come iu.

Bueinoee Men and Lunch. 

There was a conference In London 
recently under the auspices of the In- 
corporated Institute of Hygiene to dis- 
cuss the health of business men. Many 
of the greatest physicians In England 
spoke, especially about the diet of the 
ordinary man of business. The New 
York Medical Record sums up their 
conclusions thus: 

"Most of the speakers expressed the 
opinion that but little should be eaten 
In the middle of the day, and some 
seemed to think that two good meals 
In the day were quite sufficient A 
mnn who does not take enough exer- 
cise or who does not perforin enough 
mnnunl Inbor to enable him to digest 
and assimilate a large quantity of 
food, and particularly flesh food, should 
lie very careful as to the qunllty and 
quantity of food he ingests. Such a 
man does not require much meat" 

■nglMiman'a Tea. 

If an Englishman could ptit his go*- 
pel of life Into words he probably 
would say, “Give mo liberty and tea, 
but If I can't have both I'll take the 

tea.” 

There are few differences between 
England and America so marked as In 
this matter of preference for a hot 
drink. The United Kingdom uses 0.0 
pounds of tea per capita per year. The 
United States uses only a little over 
one pound per capita, and probably the 
bulk of this is consumed by Britons 
uud Canadians living In this country. 
On the other band, the American peo- 
ple use 0.5 pounds of coffee per capita 
In the course of twelve mouths, while 
Britishers consume less than a pound 
each In the same period. 

This last is not surprising, however. 
Any American who has made acquaint- 
ance with the stuff that bears the name 
of coffee In England, especially that 
served at the breakfast table, will won- 
der why Britain uses any coffee at ail. 
—Chicago Journal. 

A Winter on • Mountain Top.

There 
are several observatories on Mont 
Blanc, and at one of them, that of 
Janssen, there have been a number of 
bombardments, during which the In- 
terior of the place was filled with rtfr- 
bonltke sheets of electricity and balls 
of fire which moved silently from point 
to point— Exchange.

The Egyptians buve man}' curious 
customs In connection with the burial 
of their deud and the healing of the 
sick. At every Moslem funeral, for In- 
stance, there are hired mourners, vary- 
ing In number according to the weultb 
of the dis-euaod. These funerals are al- 
ways headed by old blind men, carry- 
tug long stuffs In their hands and wail- 
lug loudly. They are followed by the 
relatives and friends of the deceased, 
and then comes the coffin. Tills Is suc- 
ceeded by two or three of the nutlve 
fiat carts common to Cairo, filled with 
women mourners. Mourning, In fuct,ls 
quite a profession among the women. 
Every duy you set* groups of them 
squatting »u tlie ground outside the 
hospital at Cairo, wulllng to tie hired 
fur u funeral.— Wide World Magazine.

characteristically feminine that even 
the most ustute critics believed that 
they were written by a woman’s band. 

Another famous writer, Laurence 
Housman. known already as a poet 
and artist, made u third and most suc- 
cessful appearance before the public as 
a "veiled lady." A remarkable book 
appeared entitled "An Englishwoman's 
Love Letters,'* which all the critics 
praised and all the clubs and literary 
circles talked about Who was this 
woman wbo bad laid her heart bare?

The secret was kept very close 
for a time, and then, to overybody’s 
immense amazement the real author 
was revealed as a man after all.
